Time — Sixly Second Speeches—• What 
Senator» Can ho In Fifteen Mluolv« . 
JnchJentft of the Teller Debate. 


Washington, Feb & —-[Special.]— There 
Is a great difference between a debate in 
the senate and a debate in the house, as we 
have recently had occasion to observe 
When the now celebrated Toller resolution 
was under consideration in the senate, the 
speeches were generully long and labor» d 
one« . Under the rules of that body a sen­ 
ator may talk as long as he likes, and 
when a senator once gets started as a usu 
al thing ho does not like to choke himself 
otT. 
During the last day of consideration, 
however, by unanimous agreement the 1 
minute rule was adopted, and all speeches 
were limited to a quarter hour each. 
The 
s e n a t e is at its best while debating under 
this rule, and many of the addresses mat hi 
on this question, both for and against tho 
resolution, were mow Is of compact, effect­ 
ive statement. Many people think it would 
bo a good thing if the senate would pro 
eeed all tho time under the 15 minute rule. 
In the house the idea of saving time is 
carried to an absurd extreme. 
The time* 
devoted to debate is placed under tho eon 
trol of a leader on either side. In this case 
Mr. I ling ley had control of the tiineon the 
Republican side and Mr. Dailey bad con­ 
trol of that allotted to the Democrats. 
Each subdivided his time in order to ac­ 
commodate as many men a.s possible. 
Scores of congressmen wanted to make 
¡'speeches, and the result was that five m in­ 
utes w*as given to one man, ten to another, 
three to another and in some cases only 
two. 
The absurdity of trying to make a 
hp,eeh in two minutes was, however, out 
done by a number of the friends of little 
General Wheel« r. Having secured ten min­ 
utes for himself, he generously parceled it 
out among bis friends, one minute to each. 
Thu attempts « if these gentlemen to make 
a speech on a great question in 60 seconds 
r« suited in a series of 
most laughable 
farces. 
No sooner would one of them get 
nicely under way and just ready to say 
sonu thing which he wanted to say, when 
“ rail" would go the gavel and the ambi 
tiuus gentleman would have to sit down 
in the midst of a sentence. 
I mler the practice of the house not 
mu h politeness is shown members. Th« *y 
are out off’ by the impudent gavel right in 
the midst of the finest and most eloquent 
passages. 
Th« *y are often left hanging in 
th«* air, with a flight of oratory, an arm 
uplifted for emphasis, 
the voice high 
pitched, and right funny and not a little 
humiliating is it to be compelled to drop 
like a winged pigeon to earth with the 
traditional dull thud 
,seniit« » rial P o liten ess. 
They do theso things more politely in 
the senate. 
When th« y proceed under the 
15 minute rule at that end of the capital 
the vice president waits till the allotted 
period hus about expired, and he then 
warns the speaking senator by looking 
hard in his direction. 
If tho orator does 
not take the hint and improve the oppor­ 
tunity to come to a close at the end of 
some convenient sentence, the vice presi- 
dent then raps gently a few times with th« 
little ivory handleless mallet which is tho 
only gavel us« *« l in the upper branch. 
If 
this does not bring the senator toa realiza 
tion of the fact that his time has expired, 
] the vice president awaits a polite and con-

posal of tho fa mily purse, need ca reful 
tra ining front ea rly childhood. 
Fifty 
y ea rs a g o this was 
considered 
the 
w hole of woma n’s sphere. Now she has 
tra v eled from the home ex trem e on 
the one hand to the colleg e ex trem e on 
the other. 
A 
well rounded woman 
should not only be fitted to 
hold her 
own in tho world’s ma rt for the product 
of head and hand, but should be fitted 
to adorn her home and ma ke it adorn 
its mistress. 
Mrs. Sw ig a rt a dv oca ted 
the introduction of instructions in cook­ 
ing and needlework in our 
public 
schools, showing its a dv a nta g es: also 
schools 
for a dv a nced educa tion 
in 
household bra nches of knowledg e. 
At 
present 
we 
ha v e 
not 
enoug h 
proficient 
housekeepers 
among 
the 
mistresses 
of 
our 
homes 
to 
tea ch their da ug hters 
properly 
Wh ile the Purita n idea of housekeep­ 
ing was commended in a sense, it 
was 
a lso criticized as a narrow and unsa tis­ 
fy ing aim of ex istence. 
The descend- 
ents of these g ood da mes, scattered* 
throug hout the country , know 
better 
how to work tha n how to direct, 
and 
a re consequently unwise 
mistresses, 
consta ntly com pla ining beca use they 
ca nnot keep serv a nts. 
But there is a 
la rg er cla ss of ha p-ha zza rd housekeep­ 
ers who a re incompetent to direct the 
household educa tion of their da ug h­ 
ters. 
T he introduction of educa tion in 
the schools a long this line would affect 
a cha ng e in future g enera tions: but the 
relief of tho present conditions can 
only be affected by ea ch woman doing 
the v ery best she ca n. 
The science of 
home g ov ernm ent is certa inly of equal 
importa nt with the study of history , 
art, litera ture, constitiona l and pa rlia ­ 
m enta ry law or business methods, 
for 
the nation is built upon the home. Mrs. 
Sw ig a rt in closing , paid a just and 
fit­ 
ting tribute to the 
work of the true 
mother, and g la nced a t some of the a p­ 
pa rently insurmounta ble obsta cles to 
its perfect a ccomplishment, in which 
the phy sica l cla im s of the y oung mem ­ 
bers of the home so often seem to ta ke 
precedence of the equa lly im pera tiv e 
intellectua l and spiritua l cla ims.

After a ccounting for the failure, of 
ma ny fa rmers to m a ke ca ttle-feeding 
profitable, throug h la ck of judg ment in 


th e purcha se of st ek, the ex eg encies 
of the m a rket, 
disea ses, 
etc., 
Mr. 
Hug hes recommended th e ra ising of 
a ll the stock fed on tho farm, 
cm ditions of success depend first on 
g tod blood in the a nima l; second, on 
proper shelter; third, on kindly a tten­ 
tion; and fourth on proper food in such 
qua nities th a t the a nima l will m a ke 
a continuous g rowth. 
Ea ch of those 
points was clea rly elucida ted. 
T he 
best pasture, a blue g ra ss, not too clos­ 
ely fed, 
with pure running 
wa ter. 
Ra tions in winter: 
Good clov er ha y , 
timothy and brig ht corn fodder, fed in 
such qua ntities as will be ea ten w ith­ 
out waste. 
T he g ra in ra tion should 
be ma inly corn, and if not too ex pen­ 
siv e, a little oa ts, bran, oil ca ke or 
cotton-seed m ea l. 
W here one ton of 
oil mea l costs as much as three tons of 
corn, the la tter must be tho ma in fa t­ 
tening product. 
Crushed corn 
wa s 
found by tho writer to be on im prov e­ 
ment on former methods, and when this 
is put throug h a g rinder, is in the best 
possible condition for feeding purposes, 
the cub mea l lig htening the food, com ­ 
pelling the a nim a l to ea t slowly and 
mix well with sa liv a . 
No g org ing nor 
scouring since feedir * this way . 
Per 
fectly sa fe with this to feed a ll the a ni­ 
ma l will ea t, if oesiria blo to force for 
ma rket. 
Cut corn with a ha rv ester 
and husk and shred in barn. 
Ma kes a 
g rea t a mount of ex cellent food and 
bedding . 
To g et the best results a 
steer should be fed from birth to 20 
months old a bout as follows: 
First few 
da y s on whole fresh milk, cha ng ing 
g ra dua lly to skimmed milk till 3 weeks 
old. 
Then keep before them oats, corn 
and cob mea l so they can help them ­ 
selv es. 
Also g iv e them clov er or a l­ 
fa lfa if possible. 
At three months 
mov e to other qua rters and feed as 
older ca ttle without milk. 
During

“ That ev ery person ov er twenty -one 
y ea rs of a g e who sha ll bo conv icted of 
a felony or other crim e punisha ble by 
imprisonment in tho penitentia ry , e x ­ 
cepting for trea son, 
murder,

sla ug hter, or rape sha ll be sentenced 
to the penitentia ry , but the court im­ 
posing such sentence; and the term of 
imprisonment of a ny person so conv ict­ 
ed and sentenced sha ll not ex ceed the 
ma x imum term prov ided by la w for the 
crime for which the person was con­ 
v icted and sentenced, m a king a llow ­ 
a nce for g ood lira« ? as now prov ided by 
law; the relea se of such prisoners to be 
determined as hereina fter prov ided.” 
This prov ision does not a pply to con- 
v ited and sentenced persons who ha v e 
been prev iously sentenced to the peni­ 
tentia ry , or persons who are held and 
considered to bo ha bitua l crimina ls.

The responsibility for these humors 
of the composing room rests som etim es 
w ith the author’s vile handwriting , hut 
it is m ainly due to the conditions under 
which tiie compositor works. A wooden 
frame (or case, as it is known in thf 
tratde) is divided by ledges into several 
receptacles or boxes for the various le t­ 
ters of the alphabet and points of puno 
tuation. In one box there are all A ’s, in 
another all H ’s and in another all V ’s 
and so on, and from this case, picking 
up the letters one by one as required, 
the compositor turns tin 
manuscript 
into type. 
Practice enables him to do 
this not only w ith extreme rapidity, hut 
with remarkable accuracy, but he has 
often to deal w ith what he calls a foul 
case— that is, a case in which several of 
the letters have got into the wrong 
boxes— and as he thus unconsciously 
picks up the wrong letter from the rig ht 
box w e find oats turned to cats, pouts 
to posts, arts to rats and jolly to folly. 
A theatrical critic in a notice of a 
charm ing young actress whose treat 
ment of Portia had afforded him much 
pleasure wrote. “ Her lovo for Portia 
made acting ea sy.” 
That was right 
enough, but what the types made him 
say w as “ her lovo for Porter, ” etc. 
A 
compositor who w as better acquainted 
w ith the geography of the w est than 
w ith B iblical lore set up the phrast 
“ From Alpha to O m eg a” as “ from A 1 
ton to On aha” and possibly found him ­ 
self ct. m pel led to start for those places 
next 111 irni ng. In the earlier half of the 
present century it was announced in a 
London m wspaper that “ Sir 
Robert 
Peel, w ith a party of fiends, was shoot­ 
ing peasnms in Ireland, ” whereas the 
m inister ai d h is friends were only in­ 
dulg ing in the com paratively harmless 
pastim e of pheasant shooting. 
Shortly 
after the battle of Inkerman one of tin 
m orning papers informed 
its readers 
that “ after a desperate strug g le the ene 
my was repulsed with great laug hter.’ 
The om ission of a sing le letter has rare 
ly played more havoc w ith a subject 
w hich was no laug hing matter 
It m ust have been the very printer’s 
devil him self who represented a very 
worthy advocate of the cause of female 
suffrage as exhorting her hearers 
to 
“ m aintain their tig h ts.” 
W hat thf 
bridesm aids at a recent wedding must 
have thoug ht when they read that they 
had all worn “ handsome breeches, tin 
g ift of the brideg room ,” one can only 
guess. 
But w hatever 
their thoug hts 
may have been at seeing their pretty 
brooches thus transformed 
their lan­ 
guag e at anv rate cannot, we may as 
sume, have matched tiiat of the pfditi- 
cian who read the follow ing comment 
on one of his speeches, “ Them asses be­ 
lieved h im .’' Possibly he was not much 
consoled by being assured that the re­ 
porter had merely wished to sig nify 
that “ the m asses believed h im .”
